A boat leaves the end of Seventh stgeet twice a 


week for ML Vernon, tUe former home of Wash- 
ington. Tbe fare down and back la 91.50—flUy 
cunts of which IB paid to some oiiu in custody ol 
the catatu to keep everything lu xood trim, and 
make euch repairs as may be rendered accessary 
from time to time. Tbe boat slope three or four 
hours after reaching tbe place, allowing v.eltors 
ample opportunity to visit tbe totnb.ratnblc round 
thu grounds, and Inspect rooms or other objects 
of interest in tbe old family mansion. The trip 
down consumes one hour nnd sometimes tbe boat 
reaches the whurf with great dilllcu.lt>, owing to 
the muddy condition ot tho river and the Insuf- 
ficient depth of the water. Although thu general 
appuaiance of tbe estate Is tbat of dilapidation 
and netfloct, U Is manifest that considerable is 
being done to keep it at least in presentable or- 
der. A new roadway from the boat to tho house 
bail been cut and graded; tha tomb is kept In 
good repair; the house, surrounding dwellings, 
drive-wa>s and paths looked uftei ; nnd it 
everywhere apparent tlml the Indies ot the coun- 
try have really rcscurd thu place Irom desolation 
and decay.
